JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. ‘ 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to the 
22nd October, and by the Pacific mail we. have advices one day 
later, viz., to the 23rd October ; the French mail from~ London 
Aug. 30 arrived out on the 16th, and the following’ P. and O. 
mail of Sept. 6 on the 22nd Oct. The following items of news 
are from the Japan Herald :— ; ‘ 

We have reason to believe, from information which has reached 
us, that when the history of the recent intercourse between Japan 
and Korea shall be revealed, it will be found that it has been 
perfectly courteous and respectful on both sides,—not, perhaps, 
eminently satisfactory to either party, but in no degree, thus far, 
warranting apprehensions of serious disagreement, such as the 
pretended Korean correspondence would imply. We believe, too, 
that the residence of the Japanese Minister in Korea will be 
proved to have been subject to no greater restrictions than were, 
up, to a very recent period, imposed by the Japanese upon all 
foreigners in this empire. And finally, we believe that the visit 
of the Japanese ship of war to Korea will turn out to have been 
for no other purpose than that of bringing back to this country 
the various officials who were left there to transact cerjain busi- 
ness, which, being now concluded, need detain them no longer. 
We have no hesitation in declaring the conviction that these sen- 
sational stories of impending hostility between the two countries 
are, without exception, pure inventions of some persons ill-dis- 
posed to the Mikado’s Government. é 

Great attentions have been bestuwed upon the Chinese Commis-

festivity as his quiet habits would permit. The special conside- 
ration shown him is said to have been due to the fact that he is 
really the first delegated messenger from the sister Empire who 


has been received in a, friendly spirit, and to a generous desire to , 


efface all recdllection of the severities sometimes shown to previous 
Ambassadors. 

The misfortunes of the Maria Luz are long in coming to an 
end. Having lost her live freight, she has now, to crown all, 
been seized for debt. Acting as agents for a firm in Hong Kong, 
Messrs. Bavier advanced some $8,000 for repairs, law, and other 
expenses.’ The charterer of the vessel at Macao has instructed 
his agents to demand security for the above and other advances, 
in.default of which, to attach the vessel until these claims shall 
be satisfied. Captain Herciro subsequently demanded his papers 
at the Custom Ifouse, which were refused ; he then handéd in 
the following protest to the Kanagawa Kencho :— 
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Yokohama, Srd Oct., 1872.—Having three times demanded of this 
Kencho the papers of my ship, the aria Luz, and having each time 
been refused delivery of them, I am unable to leave the port with my 
ship ; and it being of urgent necessity that I should get back to Hong 
Kong without any delay, I hereby notify to this Kencho that I quit 
Yokohama by this day’s mail, protesting against the above-mentioned 
refusal by the Kencho to deliver me the papers of the said ship, and 
holding the Kencho responsible for all consequences of the refusal 
and detention of the above-mentioned papers.—RicaARDO HEREIRO. 

Having issued this protest Capt. Hereiro left by mail steamer 
for China, leaving his ship in the custody of the Government, 
which has placed officers on board. It would seem that the Go- 
vernment has at length some compunctious visitings as to the 
legality of its action, and would fam give up the ship and papers, 
but nobody can be found to relieve it of its troublesome incum- 
brance. The captain having gone off to China, the mate was left 
on board, and the authorities offered to put him in possession, and 
to give up her papers, but he declined the offer, and has gone off 
to China, to join the captain. Meantime there is nobody to feed 
the crew, and the Government have declined exercising towards 
them the same hospitality that they have bestowed upon the 
coolie passengers. The men, we hear, have made application to 
Mr. de Long, who represents Peruvian interests here, for his 
advice and assistance. Soyeshima Taneomi, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, has addressed the following letter to the Viscount 
de San Januario, the Governor of Macao :— 

Sr1r,—I hasten to reply to your despatch with reference to the case of 
the Maria Luz, a Peruvian vessel now in Japanese waters. At no 
stage of tho proceedings has the Government I have the honour toserve 
questioned that the Government of his Majesty the King of Portugal 
has done all that it thought necessary to secure that the emigration of 
Chinese subjects from Macao should be conducted in accordance with 
the principles of justice and humanity; and no tribunal of Japan has 
or will hastily presume that the rules which guide the emigration from 
Macao, and which were framed with the view of protecting Chinese 
subjects, were other than calculated to meet the object in view. 

But while anxious to perform every obligation which the Government 
of Japan, as a friendly nation, owes to Portugal, the Japanese Govern- 
ment has also duties to perform toward the subjects of the neighbouring 
State of China, with the Sovereign and people of which it is on terms of 
cordial amity. The present case concerns alone the State of Peru and 
the Governments of China and Japan; and in disavowing, as I dis- 
tinctly do on the part of my Government, any intention to do otherwise 
than give full credit and place full faith in the intentions of justice and 
humanity of the Portuguese Government, I cannot see how your Ex- 
cellency can view this case or the action of the Japanese tribunal therein 
as affecting the honour or interests of Portugal. 

The Russian Grand Duke Alexis is now daily expected. Pre- 
parations to give his Royal Highness.a suitable reception are 
being proceeded with. Hamago-ten, the residence that the}Duke 
of Edinburg occupied on the occasion of his visit, and which is 
assigned to distinguished guests, has been tpoprieted by the 
Japanese Government to the use of the Grand Duke. 

The Government has decided to grant the sum of two millions 
of dollars to the Mombusho, or Department of Public Instruction, 
for purposes of national education, instead of the large sum asked 
for a few months ago by that office. The projected system of 
colleges throughout the Empire will now go into effect as soon as 
suitable teachers can be procured. 

One of the results of the visit of the Liu Kiu Commissioners 
will be the exchange of the historical title of the King of Liu 
Kiu to that of Kuazoku, or hereditary noble of Japan. This alte- 
ration has already been agreed to by the representatives in Yedo, 
but the consent has to be ratified by the nominal monarch him- 
self before it can take effect. 

The offices of the Department of Public Instruction in Yedo 
are to be removed from the old Chinese College grounds to a 
yasiki near the Tekiwa-bashi, in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the Okurasho and Shiheirio. The former buildings will be given 
up toa “ normal school” for the training of native teachers, who 
will be ultimately employed in the large schools to be established 
in various parts of the empire. 

The Mikado’s birthday, the 23rd October, being observed as a 
general holiday amongst the Japanese, the railway authorities 
announced special trains to run on that day[for general conve- 
nience, in anticipation of the augmentation; of traffic to be ex- 
pected. 

There has been a disturbance at Sopora, the new ‘capital of 
Yezo. The coolies, on account of receiving no wages, have been 
rioting. The affair was attended with loss of life; one officer 
was killed, and another badly wounded. Four or five coolies were 
algo killed. 

The wife of an officer in the country of the ex-Prince of Tosa 
has given birth to a child having four arms, four legs, four ears, 
and three eyes ; it dicd half-an-hour after birth.

The Supreme Court, sitting as a Court of Vice-Admiralty, was 
occupied for two days last week in trying the crogs-suits arising 
out of the collision between the ships Hopewell and Annie Gray, 
near the Woosung Bar. The nominal damages sought by the Hope- 
well were $25,000, and by the Annie Gray $7,000. The court found 
that the Annie Gray was in the wrong, and therefore gave judgment 
in favour of the Hopewell, with costs. The detailed reasons for the 
finding of the court were given on Monday last. They forma 
concise summary of the points in the particular case ; and the 
application of general principles and local practice in the naviga- 
ee of the river are of interest and importance to shipmasters and 
pilots. 

At the Supreme Court, before the Chief Judge, the plaintiff in 
the case J. L. Brown v. R. Hart was heard in support of a motion 
to set aside the order of the Law Secretary that the petition in 
this case be taken off the file of the Court. or that a rehearin 
should be granted. Messrs. Harwood and Wainewright appeare 
for the defendant. After hearing Mr. Brown's arguments, his 
lordship, without calling on the other side to reply, dismissed the 
motion with costs.

The Maria Luz coolies, to the number of 228, arrived by the 
P.M.S.S. Mew York from Japan, under charge fof Chen, the 
Mixed Court Magistrate, the Commissioner despatched by the 
Viceroy to act on behalf of the Chinese Government. Mr. 
Shinagawa, Consul for Japan, returned by the same steamer. The 
coolies were landed in small parties, and conducted by the Cheh- 
sien’s officers to quarters {prepared for them outside the South 
Gate, where they will remain till the local authorities can finda 
suitable vessel to convey them back to thcir native province of 
Kwantung. 

The Autumn Prize Meeting of the 8.V.C. is fixed for Monday 
and Tuesday, the 11th and 12th prox. Two events are put down 
for the first day—the National Rifle Association Silver Medal and 
the Municipal Challenge Cup; and three for the second—the 
German Challenge and Importers’ Cups,and the Champion Sweep- 
stakes. On Friday, the Sth Nov., the Rifle Club holds an opening 
competition, which will embrace all rifles.

HONG KONG.

As the entertainment was of a semi- 
private nature, we refrain from a criticism of the programme, but 
the part-singing, the instrumental duets and quartettes, and the 
dramatic achievements of the Travelling Student and the sturdy 
Miller were the principal features of a most varied and enjoyable 
evening’s recreation. 

The overland Australian telegraph has been completed. Hong 
Kong is now brought within a few hours’ communication of Mel- 
bourne, Sydney, and other centres of Australian trade. Although 
the opening up of a new telegraphic route has lost its novelty, the 
completion of the line in question is too important not to be 
noted ; and those who somiplain of the slowness with which such 
additions to our facilities for receiving news are made, may profit- 
ably be reminded that some 12,000 miles of submarine aud 2,000 
miles of land wire have been laid and placed in connection with 
this colony during the past eighteen months. 

Amongst the names of the passengers who left lately in the 
M. M. Co.’s steamer Meikong, will be found that of Baron Rich- 
thofen, who returns to Europe to prepare an elaborate account of 
his explorations in China—a work which, when published, can 
hardly fail to prove of great interest and value. The book will 
probably be published both in English and German, and the Baron 
pel eis that some three or four years will be occupied in the 
work.

PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 
A Manila correspondent writes :—On the 12th we were visited by 
a hurricane that has caused considerable loss of life and property. 
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The wind commenced moderately at about ten o’clock from the 
N.W., gradually increasing in strongth till half-past five in the 
morning. At this hour the hurricane was intense, blowing most 
furiously ; then veering rapidly to the W. N.W., S.W., 8., SS.E., 
and S.E., it subsided at about 9 a.m. ; from midnight to half-past 
eleven the rain was incessant, and it was providential that when 
the storm ended the tide commenced to ebb, or else we should 
have been additionally afflicted by an inundation. The destruction 
of native huts, roofs, lamp-posts, trees, &c., has been very heavy, 
no less than 607 of the former are recorded as blown down. In the 
harbour, the Spanish schooner Genoveva foundered with almost 
all her crew ; a provincial craft was wrecked on the beach, and 
several others were driven ashore; the Spanish vessels Alyandro 
and fodrigo grounded, but have since been towed off ; nine sailors 
of the Alyandro are reported drowned while going off the ship. 
At Punta Sangley (Cavite) some dead bodies were washed ashore. 
In Pampanga the hurricane has done a great deal of harm to the 
sugar crop ; report says that at least one-half has been destroyed. 

We are informed from Zamboanga that in the morning of the 
15th ult.,at about ten o’clock, seventy convicts in the fort of 
“Del Pilar” attacked the soldiers on guard, and after cruelly 
murdering the officer in command, one sergeant, and two corpo- 
rals, they took possession of the muskets in the fortress, and 
sallied out with the intention of penetrating into the town; but 
in the meantime the Governor, some officers, and all the Spanish 
residents had placed themselves at the head of the natives, and 
were prepared to attack the murderers. ‘The war vessels in the 
harbour also made preparations to bombard the fort, if necessary. 
The convicts made desperate attempts to enter the town, but 
finding that their efforts were ineffectual, owing to the stout- 
ness of the defence, they commenced to retire towards the town 
of Tetuan, leaving three of their number killed, and some 
wounded. By this time some men had heen landed from the gun- 
boats, and an active pursuit was at onco organised, which 
resulted in the almost complete extermination of the prisoners ; 
only ten of them are supposed to have reached the forests, where 
if they do not perish from hunger and fatigue, they will yet fall 
into the hands of the authorities. 





COCHIN CHINA.

SAIGON. 

The latest dates extend to the 28th October. Business was 
exceedingly dull, and several failures had taken place of Chinese 
in connection with Singapore. There had been a very severe 
typhoon on the 23rd Oct, a little to the north of Cape St. James, 
and the following vessels had returned to port disabled :—Taffa- 
rette (French), Blackwatch (British steamer), Kalahome (Siamese), 
and the Surao (German), was aground at Cape St. James. 

The condition of the new rice crop was very satisfactory, and 
supplies were expected to arrive at market in December.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 7th Nov. The outward P. and O. mail of 
4th Oct. arrived on 4th Nov. The following items of news are 
from the Straits Times :— 


His Excellency the Governor, on the 28th, proceeded in the 
Colonial steamer Pluto, accompanied by H.M.8. Zebra, Capt. 
Denison, to Malacca, Klang, and Langkat. During his Fxcel- 
lency’s absence a mob of street coolies, taking it into their heads 
to resist the measures taken by the police to prevent street 
obstructions, banded together and went in a body through the 
streets of the town, and throwing sirrie leaves (supposed to be a 
sign of the secret socictics) into the shops and stalls of the mar- 
kets, ordered the occupants to close their places immediately, 
threatening that if any one refused his shop would be imme- 
diately ransacked and the inmates severely punished. Shortly 
after noon, on the 29th, not a single shop in the town remained 
open, while crowds had collected here and there, throwing stones 
at and otherwise maltreating policemen found in the streets, 
gathering round the police stations, smashing hack carriages, 
robbing moncy-changers, and others, and giving way to the law- 
lessness of mobs generally. 

A Bugis named Mat Saman, sentenced to death at the last 
criminal session for murder, but whose sentence was commuted to 
imprisonment for life, while being escorted by police peons from 
IIcr Majesty’s Jail to the Convict Lines, was released by the mob, 
the pcons being seriously maltreated, and he has not since been 
retaken. During the confusion, a gang went to the office of the 
Registrar under the Contagious Diseases Ordinance and de- 
molished the office furniture and destroyed what papers they 
found ; fortunately these proved to be merely printed forms, the 
register not being kept there, and the work of registration has 
since proceeded without interruption. The justices of the peace 
were called together, and determined upon a proclamation, to be 
issued in Chinese print, explaining the order that had been given 
to the police officers, and later in the day the shops were re- 
opened and all rioting ceased. The military, the volun- 
teers, and a number of the European residents, were, how- 
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ever, called out for two nights, lest some attack should 
be made upon the banks and merchants’ godowns. His 
Excellency the Governor heard of the disturbance on his re- 
turn to Malacca, and immediately returned to Singapore, reaeh- 
ing here late last Saturday night. The conduct of the police and 
the authorities in the matter has been very severely criticised. 
On Monday the Governor issued a proclamation appointing a 
Commission to inquire into and report upon all the circumstances 
connected with the riots. Their meetings are to be public, and 
a shorthand report of the evidence will be published. 

The Malacca Treasury embezzlement case is at last to be tried 
at a special criminal session to be held there by the Chief Justice 
on the llth. There is, we understand, a great deal of interest 
felt in this case at that settlement, as the assistant treasurer had 
been highly respected for many years in ‘the community, and was 
believed to have been of irreproachable character. Singapore, 
too, has its frauds and swindles to lament. Last mail we had to 
record the failure of the firm of Velge Bros., and the absconding 
of (Mr. Abraham Velge, who was charged with forgery and swin- 
dling. Yesterday the Square was startled by the failure of Joshua 
and Bro, opium traders, with enormous liabilities, the claims of 
two local banks alone aggregating, it is said, nearly $600,000. 
There are in this case, also, matters which may cause it to be 
heard more of hereafter. Mr. A. R. Joshua, tho manager of the 
business, is under arrest on a charge of criminal breach of trust. 

The erection of the lighthouse on the North Sands, Malacca 
Straits, is again delayed, owing to the heavy swell. The barque 
Norna was chartered for the work, but she has returned to Sin- 
gapore, and the iron has been stored at Her Majesty's naval coal 
depot on Pulo Brani. We understand nothing can be done for 
three or four months to come. 

His Excellency the Governor has been pleased to de twelve 
months’ leave of absence, with half salary, to Mr. H. Ellis, har- 
bour-master of Penang, to proceed to Europe. Captain Fox will 
continue to act as harbour-master of Penang until further orders. 

The Austrian corvette Fasana, Post Captain Funk, arrived in 
harbour on the 29th October, and gave a salute of twenty-one 
guns, which was returned from Fort Canning. 

Complaints have reached us from Labuan of the indifference or 
apeny bial a hi by the Governor with regard to the suppression 
of piracy in the ncighbouring waters. The Sulu trade was being 
materially interfered with by pirates, and although H.M.8. Hor- 
net was lying idle in Victoria harbour, Governor Bulwer declined 
to take the responsibility of ordering her after them. We mention 
this because it has been brought to our notice. We have been 
hitherto under the impression that H.M.’s naval officers had 
standing orders to “go for” pirates wherever heard of.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTrEeRDAM, Dec. 4, 

Some time ago I mentioned the fact that Mr. P. H. van Diest had 
asked a concession for the exploration of the Ombilien coal fields, on 
the West coast of Sumatra, and for the construction of a railway from 
thence to Padang. This gentleman being on the point of returning to 
Java has transferred his demand for concession to Mr. J. K. W. Quarles 
van Ufford. According to what the Minister of the Colonial Depart- 
ment said at the sitting of the 7th of September, it appears that he is 
not much inclined to grant this concession, because heavy charges 
upon the Government would result from it if the Government guaran- 
teed the due payment of the interests upon the capital required for the 
construction of the railway. Both the gentlemen I named have pub- 
lished letters in support of their scheme. They value the sum to be 
guaranteed by the State at £350,000 a-year, and they are of opinion 
that the Government would be called upon for this amount during a few 
years only, when they would acquire important advantages in return.

The Phenix presents us with a more than usually interestin 
number this month. The Rev. Thomas Bryson gives an off-hand, 
but observant account of “ A Week in Nanking,” conceived in the 
best spirit of foreign travel. Mr. B. H. Hodgson, whose pen is 
always welcome, contributes some interesting notes of Nayakote 
and its tribes. Major MacMahon has a scholarly paper ona rather 
dry subject ; and the Rev. Mr. Edkins has broken new and in- 
teresting ground in his inquiry into the “ identity of Chinese and 
Indo-European roots,” here are the usual reviews, among 
which is to be found a notice of Mr. Medhurst’s Foreigner in Far 
Cathay, which, isin our opinion, much too chary for the merits 
of the book or the credit of the reviewer. We look upon Mr. 
Medhurst’s book as the most valuable contribution to general 
knowledge of China with which European literature has recently 
been enriched. 

Art for December is simply admirable. It opens with a notice 
of Mr. Marks’s “ Princess and Pelicans,” illustrated by an admir- 
able photograph, and accompanied by a running commentary in 
the best style of word-painting drollery. The perusal of this short 
article, and the inevitable conning of the illustration, will alone 
ae | the reader for the cost of the number. The “Shepherd of 
the Regno di Napoli” is not less delightful ; and the ‘ Girl of 
the Foundling Hospital” is charming, not only as a chef dauvre 
of art but as a suggestive study. It is not too much to say that, 
in its new form, Art is a publication to which no one who can 
afford its very moderate price should omit to subscribe. 


Ocean Highways, published by Messrs. George Philip and Son, 
contains a most interesting article on Public Works in Japan, by 
Mr. R. H. Brunton, the engineer to the Japanese Government. 
A map is given, which shows the railways and lighthouses erected 
or proposed. We make some extracts from this interesting paper. 
There are other papers containing important information, such as 
relate to Sir Bartle Frere’s mission to Zanzibar, the “ Voyage of 
the Challenger,” and the war between the Atalik Ghazi and the 
Zungans. But all of these must yield in interest to the continua- 
tion of the papers entitled the “Threshold of the Unknown 
Region,” which treats particularly of the possibility of the pas- 
sage of the Polar pack between Greenland and Novaya Zemlya, 
Of Davis, the discoverer of Davis's Straits, three hundred years 
ago, and Baftin, after whom the celebrated Bay was named, we 
have not space to tell. We must be content to refer our readers 
to Ocean Higwhays for information on these points, which, we can

The CornAul maintains its character as a varied and interesting 
miscellany. This month it has a special attraction for usin a very 
sensible article on Chinese Arsenals and Armaments, in which 
we think we trace a pen not unfamiliar to the readers of this 
journal. In this we are told that it is not aggression against 
foreigners, but defence against rebels, which has caused the 
Chinese to turn their attention to the improvement of their arms. 

On the capture of Nanking in 1864 by the Imperial forces the arse- 
nal works were removed from Shanghai to that city, and Dr. Macartney 
was commissioned to lay out among the ruins left by the insurgents a 
great extent of workshops and foundries, in which the processes of Euro- 
pean manufacture were to be copied. . . . It has lately been 
shown that gunpowler is not, as is commonly asserted, a Chinese inven- 
tion, and that the use of explosive compounds was introduced into China 
at a comparatively late period. . . In addition to Nanking— 
where, to the original undertakings in connection with artillery manu- 
facture, experiments in the fabrication and use of torpedoes have of late 
years been carried un—the arsenals founded by the Chiuese are three in 
number, and are situated respectively at Foochow in the south, at 
Shanghai in Central China, and at Tientsin in close proximity to the 
capital. No such thing exists in reality as the Chinese army, navy, or 
exchequer, viewed as a whole. The empire is divided into 
a number of semi-independent jurisdictions (eighteen in China proper 
alone), each of which has its own complete official hierarchy, its army 
and navy, and its separete revenue system. 

The arsenal and dockyard at Foochow appear to have been 
formed by two Frenchmen, Messrs. Daiguebelle and Giquel, soon 
after 1866. iThe sito is about forty acres, on the bank of the river 
Min, below Foochow, and close to the anchorage of foreign ship- 

ing. The number of foreign employés (principally French) is 
tween sixty and seventy, including teachers, accountants, 
draughtsmen, and artisans. The schools of navigation and en- 
gineering arc presided over by Englishmen. The number of na- 
tive artisans employed in the arsenal is about 1,500, and of stu- 
dents 300. 

Under the direction of their foreign instructors and foremen, these 
Chinese “ hands’’ have vot only constructed buildings and dockyard 
works which would do credit to any European nation, but have also 
built and launched a number of steam vessels which have, for several 
years past, successfully navigated the adjacent waters. . . . It is 
stated that already a mun-of-war like H.M.S. Favourite, of 2,300 
tons, and 400-hurse power, could be built, her engines, boilers, and 
screw manufactured, her armament, sails, cordage, iron masts and 
anchors made, and her midship battery plated with heavy laminated 
plates rolled at the arsenal. Her guns could be forged there, her shot 
and shell fitted thore, and her copper sheathing rolled out, on the com- 
pletion of the works in progress. 

At Ticntsin a school for Chinese troops in European drill and 
tactics was set on foot eight or nine years ago, though the pro- 
gress has been materially impeded by the refusal of the Chinese 
officers to submit to the conditions of European discipline. The 
writer concludes :— 

Regarded in their military aspects, the dockyards of Foochow and 
Shanghai, the arsenal of Nanking, and the fortifications of Taku, would 
probably in any future hostilities add comparatively little to the diffi- 
culties and dangers of an attacking force. It is from a politi- 








cal point of view, on the other hand, as indicating only too obviously a 


desire to arm the country for resistance against all further exigencies 
of improvement, that the warlike preparations of the Chinese are most 
worthy of attention. 


Mrs. Leonowens, whose book on the “Inner life” of the Sia- 
mese Court created some sensation a short time since, is now at 
Boston, United States, where she is delivering lectures on the 
same subject. 


EXTRACT FROM MR. BRUNTON’S PAPER ON JAPAN. 

The improvements already completed in Japar are not very exten- 
sive ; but the germs have been laid for important undertakings, which 
will no doubt revolutionise the whole country. It should be remem- 
bered that Japan, only five years ago, emerged from the thralls of a 
flerce and bitter civil war, which upset the whole constitution of the 
country, Since then the mind of the Government has been fully occu- 
pled with internal changes, the organisation of departments, and general 
arrangements, and little time could be given to prosecute extensive 
works with activity. We will, however, briefly describe such as have 
deen undertaken. Engineering shops, capable of making small engines, 
boilers, and other iron work were established by the Dutch settlers fif- 
teen or twenty years ago, at Kobe and Nagasaki. These contain the 
ordinary punching and shearing machines, lathes, drills, planing ma- 
chines, &c., and are worked entirely by the Japanese themselves, 
They re-boiler their own steamers, and have turned out small marine 
engines in a very creditable manner, as well as doing what re- 
pairs may be required for the owners of steamships who apply 
to them. A patent slip, imported from this country, which 
is capable of taking on vessels drawing 12 or 14 feet of water, 
has been established at Nagasaki. It is worked under the care of one 
Englishman, is kept fully occupied, and is found to be of great use. A 
very important and more extensive work, viz., the establishment of an 
arsenal and dockyard, was begun about seven years ago, under the 
auspices of the former Government. It has lately been completed, and 
is under the superintendence of a staff of French engineers, It is situ- 
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ated at Yokoska, about eight miles from Yokohama, A graving-dock, 
350 feet long, and with twenty feet of water on the sill, hag been con- 
pleted there. It is admirably executed, being cut out of rock, with 
masonary sides, and has iron caissons at its entrance. There is also a 
patent slip to take on vessels of 12 feet draught. There are besides 
most extensive machine-shops and foundries, containing all the largest 
and most useful machinery common to such places, with powerful 
cranes and all the apparatus necessary for the building or repairing of 
the largest vessels, roperics and sailmaking shops, with extensive ware- 
houses containing complete stores of all the furnishings necessary for 
ships. Several small steamers have been built here; and in repairing 
ocean-going ships, the dock has been found of great use. The total 
cost to the Government of the entire work has been about £400,000. 

The next work in point of seniority which the Government under- 
took was the erection of lighthouses. This was commencad about four 
years and a half ago, and has been so far executed under the direction 
of the writer of this paper. The Japanese have long appreciated the 
value of a beacon light for the guidance of navigators, and on every 
projecting headland may now be found a clay building in which a wood 
fire is nightly burned. But, with the characteristic quickness of per- 
ception of the people, a well organised lighthouse, with its delicate 
optical apparatus, its brilliant and never failing light, had not long 
been shown them in complete working order, than the untrust- 
worthiness and faulty character of their own system of lighting became 
apparent to them, and it was doomed ; the Government issuing the 
following 


NOTIFICATION. 

“ Lighthouses are very useful for navigation, and formerly Japancse 
were in the habit of burning wood fires at the expensc of the surround- 
ing people. The maintenance of these firos was very expensive, and 
they were often put out by the wind or rain, and so they became a dan- 
ger to navigation. Therefore, there will now be built properly con- 
structed lighthouses at those places where they are found to be most 
necessary. Any local government or authority desirous of having a 
lighthouse on any point must make application to this office, as all 
wood fires must from this time be discontinued and put an end to.” 

(Signed) ‘' Dat-Jo-KWAN.” 

The Japanese Lights may be divided into two classes, viz., those 
which, as is seen from the above notification, are required by native 
craft for their local trade, and those which are erected in accordance 
with a Treaty stipulation for ocean-going and foreign vessels. The for- 
mer need only be of a small description, while the latter generally re- 
quire the most powertul light possible, and, consequently, an expensive 
style of construction. Of the former, six lights have been completed, 
though many more are in contemplation ; while of the latter, seventeen 
are now in operation. The optical apparatus for all of them have been 
got from Enzland, and are of the best description procurable, and the 
towers and dwellings are constructed in the most substantial and lasting 
manner. Besides the lights, all dangerous shoals in the track of ships 
have been buoyed, and beacons erected where considered necessary. It 
is the intention of the Government to erect a ceriain number of light- 
houses each year, until the whole coast is efficiently illuminated. The 
total cost, so far, including the purchase of a aveam tender and her 
maintenance, has been about £250,000. 

The writer had also the privilege, shortly after his arrival in Japan, 
of being entrusted with the erection of two short lincs of telegraph, 
viz., between Kobé and Osaka twenty miles, and between Yokohama 
and Ycdo twenty miles. These were the first telegraphs in the country, 
and were worked with great skill and regularity by native operators for 
some years. Brequet’s dial instrument was adopted, on which was 
grouped the English alphabet and the forty-seven Japanese characters, 
and it was found that both languages could be transmitted with case 
and rapidity by their means. Telegraph construction has now, however, 
been made into a separate department, and is superintended by a staff 
of English engineers. Under their direction the line from Nagasaki to 
Yedo has been completcd, in continuation of the Great Northern Com- 
pany’s cable from Shanghai, thus putting Yedo in direct telegraphic 
communication with England. Many other lines of telegraph are i 
contemplation. : 

Railway works were commenced in Japan about two years and-a- 
half ago. They were undertaken with the assistance of an English 
loan, which was fluated in the market, and very rapidly taken up. The 
originally proposed line is from Kobe to Yedo, a distance of about 250 
miles ; but only two lengths of twenty miles each, viz., from Kobe to 
Osaka, and from Yokahama to Yedo, have been as yet actively pro- 
ceeded with. The latter has been lately opened, and from the traffic 
which has already gone over it, the most flattcring hopes of its success 
are entertained. The railway is on a 3-feet 6-inch gauge, and is laid 
with cross sleepers, and double-headed rails of about sixty pounds to 
the yard. The works are generally very light, and the cost of con- 
struction should be small. The engines and carriages have been ob- 
tained from this country, and are of the ordinary description. The 
railway is directed by a regular staff of English officials. 

These works are all under a Government Department, which has re- 
cently been formed, and which is called the ‘‘ Kobu-sho” or Public 
Works Office. It is presided over by a Minister of State. He has 
under him a namber of Commissioners, each of whom are entrusted 
with the special care of one of the undertakings in the charge of the 
department. 

Of the works in contemplation, it is difficult to speak with any de- 
gree of accuracy, but it is almost certain that these are of a very ox- 
tensive nature. Extensions of the railway and telegraph system, an in- 
creased number of lighthouses, the working of the valuable mineral 
products of the country, the introduction of various manufactures and 
industries, the construction of roads, the improvement of rivers, ‘and 
the formation of harbours, are all spoken of as things likcly to be un- 
dertaken. In their earnest endeavours to introduce improvements into 
their country, if they set to work in the thorough and systematic way 
which has been their wont, the Japanese may rely on having the best 
wishes and hearty co-operation of every liberal-minded man in Eng- 
lan),

THE FRENCH PRESS ON THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Wir# every disposition to treat our French neighbours 
witb all possible courtesy, it will, we fancy, be a hard matter 
for our readers to keep their gravity over the extravagantly 
absurd article—anent the Suez Canal—which we have trans- 
lated from the Paris Presse in another column. It speaks 
volumes of the demoralisation of the French press that such 
a tirade of utter nonsense should appear in the pages of 
what used to be considered a respectable journal. It is more 
important still as showing how wondrously weak must be 
the cause of M. pe Lesseps and his followers, when they 
can lend themselves to such base and frivolous arguments. 
But, “ when all is said and done,” the sense of the ridiculous 
is the feeling which will predominate over all others after 
reading our French contemporary’s magnificient gasconade. 
That poor dear old Pam’s memory should be disturbed for 
the purpose of dragging his honoured name into a mere 
squabble about the shareholders and dividends of a Joint 
Stock Company, which has involved itself in debt and is 
trying to “squirm” its way out of its embarrassments by 
repudiating its contracts, is certainly the last thing that 
we should have expected from the good taste and 
chivalry of the French. They know, as a nation, 
that they never had a truer friend, or a more honour- 
able critic and adviser than the immortal statesman whose 
fame the Presse has, most ill-advisedly, set itself to try to 
tarnish. The notion of Lord PaLmerston being “ panic- 
stricken” with anything is too original to escape com- 
memoration ; but that he was so much afraid of France as 
to circulate rumours to the disadvantage of M. pe LEssEps, 
and to employ Mr. Ropert STEPHENSON to endorse them, is 
simply moustrous. Of course, if M. pe Lesseps and his 
organ like this style of argument, they must be most wel- 
come to it. But we expected better things of them. We 
thought, and we think still—that the French nation could 
well afford to be content with the greatest triumph of engi- 
neering which modern science has achieved. All this was 
for France, because the greatest engineer of the age hap- 
pened to be a Frenchman, M. pe Lessers was at once the 
Brunet and the StepHENsoN—whose ashes he spurns. 
He triumphed over the most threatening obstacles, aud 
he accomplished a work which, while the world rolls, 
will be a lasting monument to his memory. No doubt 
he spent a grcat deal more money on his enterprise 
than he had calculated upon; but, for that, who. was 
to blame but himself? To go back to the early discus- 
sions of the feasibility of the Suez Canal is merely to involve 
ourselves in the discussion of a question which has been 
finally settled. M. pe Lessers, full of his own inspiration, 
triumphantly carried it through to its completion—he has 
now only to watch its progress through its probation and 
proof. If ever fizures came in aid of a great undertaking, 
their “ hard logic” has been brought to bear on the results 
of the first year or two's trading of the Suez Canal. Every 
month the traffic increases ; every month the acknowledg- 
ment of the benefit conferred is more and more readily ad- 
mitted. To check the constantly increasing influx of veseels 
would be folly ; but both folly and madness appear to be 
Chronic, or, rather, intermittent disorders in France. Such 
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foolish articles as that in the Presse may not aggravate them 
at home, but they may very decidedly deter English investors 
from taking shares in an undertaking which seeks to prop 
itself up by such transparently unprincipled means. 


THE JAPANESE AND THE FAMINE IN KOREA. 

THE Japanese have now the opportunity of performing a 
noble action, and at the same time putting an end to an 
ignoble strife. The intelligence of the dreadful famine in 
Korea, which we published last week, must excite compas- 
sion in every heart capable of any feeling at all. Even the 
horrors of the coolie traffic in Macao, and the slave trade 
in Zanzibar, which Sir BartLeE Frere has been despatched - 
to suppress, pale before the harrowing statement of the 
Chefoo correspondent of the Worth China Herald that to 
such extremities are the Koreans reduced that they are fain 
to sell their young women to the Chinese in order to obtain 
a little food for the protraction of the lives of the miserable 
beings who consent to live upon such terms. By all means, 
let the Japanese despatch their fleets to Korea, but let them 
be laden, not with guns, but with grain. As for recovering 
any of the overdue tribute, that is clearly impossible from a 
people reduced to such extremities. As for the Chinese, on 
whom the Koreans have so recently pinned their faith, the 
value of their protestations of friendship may be judged 
by the fact that they are the very people who are car- 
rying on this harem traffic. Their protection is evidently 
that of the wolf to the sheepfold. On the other hand, the 
Japanese Government can by a simple act of generosity, out 
of their plenty, feed a starving people, and regain the share 
of influence over the Koreans which they have lately been 
deprived of. Let them reflect also that they will be advanc- 
ing the cause of civilisation, to which they are so much 
attached, by following our English example iu helping in 
their hour of need the most discontented of our subjects—as 
in Ireland—and the most formidable of our whilom an- 
tagonists—as in France. If this train of argument be fairly 
brought before the Japanese Government at home, and their 
Embassy here, we cannot doubt that it will be attended with 
the desired effect. 


Mr. Cyrus Frecp, associated with Mr. Perper, Captain 
SHerarp Ossorn, Baron Reuter, aud others, has proposed 
a scheme for amalgamating all the Submarine Cable Companies 
now working or iu progress. The proposition will, of course, 
meet with opposition, and a good deal of nice bargaining 
will be required to bring the scheme to a successful conclu- 
sion. The association will be termed the “ Globe Telegraph 
Company,” and will, in fact, stand in a similar position to the 
public as the Government now does for the inland traffic. 
There is much to recommend the scheme, as tending to 
equalise the risks, and give a more seoure investment for 
capital in submarine cables. 


We noticed in our last issue the formation of a company 
to run a line of steamers between London, the Straits, and 
China, and between New York, the Straits, and China, via 
the Suez Canal. The boats for this line are now building 
on the Clyde, and will, it is expected, be ready next March 
or April. The Agents in China will be Messrs. AuausTINE 
Hearp and Co. ; and in London, Messrs. Fearon and Co. 
The capital, it is stated, has been privately subscribed. 


THE last mail from New York brings accounts of the 
launching of the Calima on the river Delaware, one of the 
four steamers which we announced some mouths since as 
contracted for by the Pacific Mail Company. The Calima 
is an iron screw-steamer of about 2,000 tons cargo capacity, 
with passenger accommodation for 150 first-olass and 800 
steerage. The engives for this steamer as well as the other 
three have been made on the Clyde, and sent out. 


Our correspondent at Lisbon informs us that a new Go- 
vernor has been nominated for Macao, Senor QUuINTINO 
p’Macepo, the late Secretary to the Minister of War, who 
will, we believe, proceed shertly to this post. 


Tne Queen has approved the appointment of Don Joss 
Awtonio pr LavaLLe as Spanish Consul at Hong Kong.

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(From the Paris Presse.) 

No person, and no body of persons, have any right to complain 
of the consequences of their own deliberate acts or contracts. 
This trite observation is called forth by the report that the 
English Government are about to take steps to prevent the raising 
of the rates on the Suez Canal, which has been sanctioned by the 
Sultan and the Khedive. The course proposed by M. de Lesseps 
will unquestionably weigh heavily on every country whose vessels 
avail themselves of his great work, for the advance demanded is 
of a very oppressive character, ‘Che British flag will no doubt 
feel this impost more than any other, because the English have 
the chief part of the trade with India, China, and Japan in their 
hands. But, at the same time, it cannot be denied that England 
has the smallest right of all the maritime Powers to criticise the 
course which the directors of the Suez Canal Company have been 
compelled to pursue in order to realise a dividend for their share- 
holders. The blame that the cost of the construction of the Canal 
exceeded the estimates of M. de Lesseps, and that it became neces- 
sary to borrow so great a loan before the enterprise could be com- 
pleted,that the interest on debentures swallowed up all prospect of 
dividend to shareholders, rests entirely with the English Govern- 
ment. The statesman responsible for this measure succeeded in 
passing it through Parliament in a shape opposed to common sense, 
and injurious to every European nation—especially to Great Britain. 

The Viceroy of saypt had made a “ concession” of the Canal 
to a Frenchman, M. de Lesseps, in consequence of an esteem 
which was richly deserved. The mere fact that the concessionaire 
was a Frenchman was enough to rouse feelings of jealousy and 
rage in the mind of Lord Palmerston, notwithstanding that M. 
de Lesseps had done everything in his power to invest the Canal 
with an international character. Surprising delusion! It seemed 
as if Lord Palmerston dreaded that the Egypt of 1798 was about 
to be resuscitated, and that the conqueror of the Pyramids was 
likely to be revived in the person of M. de Lesseps—whose only 
object was one of peace, and especially valuable to Great Britain, 
as the mistress of the East Indies. Lord Palmerston, who had 
been Under-Sccretary for War in 1807, and, afterwards — when 
the hatred of England to France rose to fever heat (jtro.rysme) 
—suffered all the bad passions of the iatter time to inflame his 
mind once more. [le moved Heaven and earth to cause the mis- 
carriage of M. de Lesseps’s scheme, even after the concession had 
been granted tohim. The firmness of M. de Lesseps, backed by 
the support of the Viceroy, alone caused the great work to be 
commenced in spite of the intrigues of the English Premier. Then 
the latter, vexed and irritated,’and excited by the trucklers to 
British prejudice (against France) had recourse to intrigues and 
machinations most unworthy of himself and his country. Hypo- 
critically pretending tofeel a deep intcrest in the welfare of the 
poorer Egyptians, he obtained from the Sultana firman ordering 
that ‘‘fellahs” should be prevented from working on the Canal, 
because they would be likely to be fleeced of both health and 
wealth in the empioyment. In opposition to this it is well known 
that the company paid their workmen regularly, and that they 
did their best to preserve their health under circumstances of the 
most trying kind. 

As soon as Lord Palmerston had obtained the firman above- 
mentioned, he congratulated himeelf on the prospect of the Com- 
pany’s surrendering at discretion. Every influence, of French 
origin, however harmless, was ostensibly withdrawn. But, on the 
other hand, exaggerated accounts of the impracticability of the 
undertaking were set afloat in every direction. Even Robert 
Stephenson, the greatest English engineer of the day, was so far 
‘‘fascinated” by Lord Palmerston that, after surveying the 
desert, he published a report, declaring his opinion that M. de 
Lesseps’s idea was chimerical. But M.de Lesseps, though feel- 
ing himself shamefully deceived, would not give way to the 
dictum of Robert Stephenson, inspired as he was b rd Pal- 
merston in a moment of blind French-funk (Gallo-phobie). The 

eat engineer collected round him the most practical men of the 

lay, and with the assistance of their organisation and the labour 
of 30,000 workmen (fellahs) the Canal became an accomplished 
fact. No greater undertaking has ever been performed by the 
hands of men, in the face of & cold and reluctant comity of 
spectators, including the most enlightened quarter of the globe. 

he expense of the work was necessarily enormous. The quantity 
of coal consumed was almost incalculable, and coal was very dear 
at the time. Besides this, the price of every kind of labour was 
immensely increased. The inevitable consequence was that the 
work cost a vast deal more than the original estimates, and that 
the Company found itself saddled with an enormous debt. 

The question therefore now comes before us, in an unanswer- 
able form, that, if the tariff of the Canal is not raised, and the 
enterprise fails to pay in consequence, the prime blame lies with 
Lord Valmerston. In his day, the British Parliament was not 
sufficiently self-reliant to dispute the capricious will of the Pre- 
mier, although public opinion fervently wished well to the Suez 
Canal, and Failed with cordiality the completion of the great 
work. Therefore, if England now resists the payment of en- 
hanced dues by this pussage, she has nobody to blame but herself. 
She must not also forget that there are other flags which have 
equal cause to complain of the despicable intrigues of Lord 
Palmerston ; and that it devolves on England to take them all 
in tow if she would clear herself of opprobrium in this matter. 
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THE JAPANESE EMBASSY—PRESENTATION TO 
THE QUEEN. 

On Thursday the Queen received at Windsor Oastle Iwakura, the 
Chief Ambassador, with Kido, Okubo, Ito, and Yamaguchi, 
Associate Ambassadors, and the Secretaries of the Embassy, 
Shioda and Hyashi. The occasion, being one of great historical 
interest, if not of actual diplomatic character, was invested with 
the importance of semi-State ; and the Ambassadors were 
accompanied from London by Lord Granville, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, a Royal train of saloon carriages being 
assigned to them, and the Paddington Railway Station beide car- 
peted and otherwise carefully arranged for their departure. The 
train started at quarter-past twelve o’clock, and reached the 
Royal platform at Windsor a few minutes before one. A large 
number of persons were present at the departure of the Embassy 
and suite from Paddington ; and the distinguished visitors 
found a still larger assemblage of persons at Windsor 
ready to greet their arrival. On alighting from the train, 
Iwakura and his companions wero led through the Royal waiting- 
room to the Queen’s carriages, which were in attendance to con- 
vey the party to the Castle. Sir Harry Parkes and General Alex- 
ander took part in the induction of the party to the precincts of 
English Royalty. Three carriages had been sent from the Castle 
Mews, two being drawn by four horses, with outriders in the Royal 
scarlet, and at the railway station a Guard of Honour of the 2nd 
Battalion of Grenadier Guards was drawn up. The weather was 
bright and seasonably pleasant ; so that the brief spectacle, which 
excited considerable public curiosity in the Royal borough, was 
not marred as it would have been had it taken place on an earlier 
day. Two bands of the Household Brigade were stationed in the 
Castle ; and the National Anthem was played both on their coming 
and going. Afterthe custom which had prevailed among all Eastern 
races, from the beginning of history to ;these prosaic and parsimo- 
nious days, the Japanese came bearing gifts. Their offerings, which 
were without exception costly, were in some instances of considerable 
size. These more bulky objects were contained in two pair-horse 
broughams, which followed the three carriages of half-State. At. 
the grand staircase the Ambassadors were received by Lord Sid- 
ney, the Lord Chamberlain, who ushered them to the audience 
chamber, where they were met by Her Majesty, who was accom- 
panied by the Duke of Edinburgh and the Princess Beatrice. 
The Duchess of Sutherland was in attendance on the Queen, and 
several military officers were present. It may be mentioned that 
the Japanese party wore Court suits of European fashion, they 
having seemingly wholly discarded while on their travels the 
costume of their own country. The Chief Ambassador, alter 
reading an address to the Queen, delivered to Her Majesty his 
letters of credence. The Royal reply was handed by the Queen 
to Lord Granville, who gave it to the Ambassador. The visitors, 
after the reception, lunched at the Castle, and then took their 
leave, evidently pleased with the gracious welcome they had re- 
ceived at the hands of Royalty. Lord Granville accompanied 
she cepa back to town, as did Lord Lucan and Colonel Mar- 
shall. 





ADDRESS OF THE EMPEROR OF JAPAN. 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, since the achievement of our 
national reconstruction, and the reorganisation of the administrative 
power of the Government, being desirous of establishing more intimate 
and friendly relations with foreign Powers, has commissioned us as his 
Ambassadors Extraordinary to proceed to the Caurt of your Gracious 
Majesty. 

We have the great honour of presenting to your Majesty in person, on 
this occasion the letter of credence from our august Sovereign, and in 
accordance with his instructions would beg to express to your Majesty 
renewad assurances of our desire that the friendship now existing be- 
tween your Majesty’s Kingdom and the Empire of Japan may increase 
in strength, and that nothing may ever occur by which it shall be di- 
minished or discontinued. During our sojourn here we have derived 
great interest and profit from the study of the various institutions of 
your enlightened and powerful Kingdom, and we avuil ourselves of this 
opportunity to express our deepest thanks for all the assistance we have 
had afforded us, and for the kind manner in which we have been re- 
ceived by your subjects, as well as by your Majesty’s Government. And 
as we are now on the eve of our departure we desire to congratulate 
your Majesty on the prosperity which has attended your Majesty’s bril- 
liant reign, and on the happiness and peace of your Majesty’s Kingdom. 


REPLY OF HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN. 

It has given us great satisfaction to receive the assurances which you 
have been charged by your Sovereign to convey to us, of his Majesty’s 
sincere ; desire that the friendfbip now existing between our dominions 
and the Empire of Japan may increase in strength, and that nothing 
may occur by which it shall be diminished or discontinued. 

On your return to Japan you may inform your Imperial Master that 
his Majesty’s desire in this respect is fully shared by ourselves. 

It is our earnest hope that under his Majesty’s wise administration 
Japan may continue to advance in prosperity, and that the commercial 
intercourse between the two nations be further developed. 

We trust, also, that tho future course of Japanese policy may be such 
as to ensure for Japan the lively sympathy of the nations of Chris- 
tendom. 


On Saturday, the 30th ult., Iwakura and his suite paid a 
visit to the office of the Graphic newspaper. They were received 
by the manager, who at some length explained the process of 
drawing and engraving upon wood. Great interest was evinced 
on the subject by his Esoehenoy, who was subsequently conducted 
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over the well-arranged printing-oflices, which have been recently 
erected. The machinery excited general admiration amongst the 
visitors, to whom all the operations necessary for the production 
of au illustrated newspaper were thoroughly explained. After a 
thorough initiation into the processes of composing, printing, and 
folding the journal, his Excellency took his leave, expressing his 
pleasure and satisfaction at what he had seen and heard. On 
Monday the Ambassadors visited the works of the Chartered Gas 
Company, at Beckton, unaware of the crisis which had occurred, 
and added to their English experience the incidents of an English 
strike, Some members of the Embassy being informed that the 
stokers were simply a superior kind of labourers, who having ac- 
quired some skill in feeding fires obtained wages averaging 30s. 
a week, stated that in Japan, where strikes were unknown, men 
of that class worked for 1s. a week, aud expressed their astonieh- 
ment at any one quarrelling with such advantageous terms, The 
visitors subsequently went down the river to the southern outfall 
sewer works at Crossness Point, and the arrangements of the 
works were explained to them by the manager. 

On Wednesday a deputation waited on the Ambassadors at the 
Buckingham Palace Hotel, to present an address from the Ladies’ 
Committee of the Society for promoting Female Education in the 
East. ‘The address was presented by the Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P., 
and the following answer waa returned and handed to him by 
Iwakura :— 

To the Dowager Marchioness of Cholmondeley, the Prosident, Vice- 
Presidents, &c., Committee of the Socicty for Promoting Female Edu- 
cation in the East,—We, the Ambassadors of his Majesty the Empe- 
ror of Japan, io reply to your earnest words expressing sympathy with 
the cause of female education in Japan, desire to thank you for the 
friendly interest thus manifested. We ure anxious to gather informa 
tion respecting your methods of education, and whatever else you may 
have learned in your long experience which shall tend to the elevation 
of the wives and daughters of our land. We appreciate your noble 
efforts put forth for the advancement of the women of the East, and 
are deeply grateful for your kind offer to aid in this work in our Empire, 
from which the cloud of seclusion has but recently been dispelled. We 
shall be most happy to convey to his Majesty the Emperor of Japan 
an account of this interview, and on his behalf thank you again for 
your sympathy with what he is endeavouring to accomplish for the 
welfare of your sisters in Japan. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 
The half-ycarly meeting of the shareholders in the P. and O. Com- 
y was held at the offices on the 6th inst., under the presidency of 
Mr. P. D. Hadow. The report of the directors (given in our last), 
detailing the operations of the company during the past twelve 
months, ws taken as read. 

The Chairman said there were not many subjects in the report calling 
for any explanation, as the directors, acting upon their usual custom, 
had touched upon everything which they thought the shareholders 
would expect them. At the same time he should be glad to offer any 
explanation in addition which the shareholders might desire. The 
accounta had, as usual, been open for the inspection of the shareholders 
at the office, and, taken in connection with the report, he thought that 
they would be considered eminently satisfactory. The simple fact 
was that the board of directors had been pursuing the policy shadowed 
forth during the past three or four years, of increasing the 
capacity and efficiency of the flect without making any extra 
demands upon the proprietors. During the period mentioned the 
company had increased its shipping property to the extent of 
£228,000, whilst the tonnage had in the same period been increased 
by 12,000, and the horse power to a corresponding amount. Refer- 
ring to the asscts and liabilities, he said the liabilities stood at 
£12,000 in excess of the amount stated at the previous annual 
meeting, whilst the revenue figured for £30,000 more, and the 
expenditure exhibited a corresponding increase. These great 
regulis had only been obtained by a corresponding increase in the 
mileage, which amounted during the year to upwards of 200,000 
miles. Referring to the expenditure, he desired to call attention to 
& paragraph in the report stating that there was a diminution of 
£12,000. That was a clerical error; the words should have been 
“the expenditure on the ordinary mail service,” which words had 
been inserted in the report to be forwarded to the shareholders. _ 

The fleet was never in a better condition ; ita carrying capacity 
had been increased, and its general efficiency vastly improved. New 
ships had been built, and old ones had been refitted and renovated. 
As the shareholders would naturally suppose, that work had 
been very expensive, but it had been done without calling upon 
the shareholders for a single farthing. Whilst congratulating 
them upon the past, it would be idle to conceal that there was a great 
work in store, in orderto maintain the superiority of the company over 
all other lines. As in the past, so in the future the board hoped to be 
able to make all the necessary alterations and improvements in the 
fleet without calling upon the sharcholders for a penny. A fair divi- 
dend had been maintained, and it could not be increased whilst the 
company's property was being improved and increased. He hoped at 
the end of three or four years the fleet would be doubled in value and 
a larger dividend paid. The board endeavoured tocombine the utmost 
economy with the greatest efficiency. Taking one ship as a sample— 
the Pera—which was a very expensive vessel, it had been refitted with 
compound engines and completely overhauled ; the result was that 
the consumptivn of coal had Leen reduced from forty-three tons per 
diem to twenty-three tons. He earnestly wiehed the company could do 
the same by all the old vessels in the flect. The sphere of the company’s

There were one or two subjects not mentioned in the report, 
and he would anticipate the questions of the shareholders by re- 
ferring to them. The principal one was the Suez Canal. But 
the reason was that the board had really nothing new to report. The 
company could not use the Canal to the extent desirable on account 
of the excessive rates imposed ; but it had used it to some extent, 
and they had paid (of course under protest) the sum of £25,000 
during the year.' At the same time it was a matter for congratulation 
that even the payment of so large a sum had left the company a decent 
profit. Proceedings had been taken, and as they were still pending it 
was unadvisable to allude to them at length. A conference would take 
place at Constantinople in February next, at which some decision 
would be arrived at, and the company had twice memorialised 
the English Government on the matter, so that there was no 
doubt British interests would be duly represented. The other subject 
not alluded to in the report was the Australian mail contract, which 
would expire in 1873. Active steps were being taken to place the 
colonial mail service on a sound basis. The English Government 
would carry the mails free as far as Galle, and contribute £40,000 
towards maintaining the service. The colonists were agitating the ques- 
tion, and the Colonial Government would meet in February next in 
order to make the arrangements mutually beneficial to all interests. 

The board had not lost sight of the fact that China played now a most 
important part in the commerce of this country, and it was possible 
that as its trade was yearly increasing the service would be increased 
in that direction. The expenditure in coal had increased, not so 
much from the enhanced price cha as from the increased 
mileage run. This was attributable to the fact that long before 
the rise took place the company made contracts and agreements 
for a supply. But contracts, like all other things human, came to an 
end, and the company would be on the alert to take advantage of 
every and any alteration in the market. The company had used In- 
dian and Australian coal so far as it was advantageous todoso. The 
only reason that more foreign had not been used was that it could 
not be obtained at a remunerative price. Coal might be cheap at the 
pit’s mouth, but dear when carried a long distance, where there was 
no back freight. (Hear.) 

He alluded to the services of Mr. Howell, the secretary, who had 
served the company most efficiently for thirty years, and stated that 
that gentleman, on account of failing health, had retired on half pay. 
The company was remarkably well served by all its officers, but there 
was no one who had donc more or rendered more faithful and efficient 
service than Mr. Howell. (Loud cheers). He hoped that gentleman 
would long live to enjoy the ease which a long life spent in the service 
of the company bad so justly entitled him to. (Loud cheers.) 

Freight from India had been exceptionally low, yet a profit had 
been made; the company’s vessels had run 1,600,000 miles without 
any casualty, a fact which reflected the highest credit upon the com- 
manders and officers, and for which they ought to be thankful under 
Providence, and there was reason to look forward to a season of pros- 
perity. He concluded by moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts. Mr. Roupell briefly seconded the motion. 

Mr. Gliddon, for the first time for many years past, was able to give 
his most unqualified approval to the report. 

Mr. Davis, whilst thanking the directors for what they had done, 
expressed a belief that the company ought to become its own importer 
of wines and ‘spirits, which would add 1 per cent. to the dividends of 
the shareholders. 

Dr. Beattie condemned the condnct of the Suez Canal Company, 
which he said charged the Peninsular and Oriental Company twice 
over, because first of all it charged the gross tonnage and then charged 
f.10 per head per passenger. He wished to know if any arrangement 
had been made with the British India Company to connect with that 
company’s new line betwecn Zanzibar and Aden. 

Mr. Badderley wished to know if there was a chance of getting a 
greatcr return than 1 per cent. from the underwriting account, and if 
80 how soon. 

Mr. Jones, having complimented the directors upon the report, 
asked if any steps had been taken by the Government to improve 
Galle harbour. 

Mr. Mackenzie alluded to the Suez Canal charges, and trusted the 
directors were in communication with the Foreign Office thereupon. 
On this subject he also suggested that the directors should give the 
accounts more in detail, and issue them to the shareholders, and also 
have the deed of settlement printed. He also alluded to the logs of 
the Rangoon and the Galle Harbour question. 

The Chairman, in reply, said the company could not save £25,000 
per annum by importing its own wines and spirits, because the whole 
consumption for the year was only £50,000. The total cost per ton 
of the ships, taking a rough average, was £30, inclusive of engine 
room. Dr. Beattie was quiet right in saying that the Suez Canal 
charged tonnage on the whole available space of the ships, and in 
addition charged f.10 per head for the passengers who occupied it, 
thus doubling the charge to them; but no doubt British interests would 
be fully represented at the forthcoming conference in Constantinople. 

The report was adopted, and a dividend of 8 per cent. for the half 
year, in addition to 1 per cent. from the underwriting account, de- 
clared. Votes of thanks were accorded to the officers, directors, com- 
manders, and to Mr. Howell, and the proceedings closed with a vote of 
thanks to the chairman.

We are glad to announce that at a meeting of creditors held 
on 30th Nov., Mr. Clement D. Leggatt and Mr. John JR. P. Leg- 
gatt, trading at Bombay as Leggatt and Co., and Mr. C. D. Leg- 


gatt, trading at Yokohama and London, each received their dis- 


charge. It will be remembered that this failure grew out of that 
of Gledstanea and Co. In reference to this estate, we understand 
that the inspectors are making fair progress, but the constant 
reference as to legal points causes undue delay and increases the 
bitterness of feeling in connection with this unfortunate failure, 
As to the out-turn of the estate no reliable estimate can be formed 
at present. 

Attention has been repeatedly drawn to the inadequate and 
capricious nature of the premiums which have for a long time 
prevailed in the business of marine insurance. In the Life and 
Fire departments there are sound rules, but the competition at 
Lloyd’s and among the Marine Insurance Compsnies in London, 
as well as in Liverpool, Manchester, and Glasgow, including the 
various mutual clubs, and even Hamburg and Paris, is now, it is 
said, carried to a reckless point. Last week the losses posted 
amounted to more than a million sterling (distributed rather 
evenly over the whole underwriting community), and estimating 
previous losses during the year, itis thought that 1872 may be 
considered to have been the worst within any recent experience. 

Telegrams from Shanghai report the arrival of the Elizabeth 
Graham, from London, which vessel was considerably overdue. 
Sixty guineas premium had been paid on her at Lloyd's the day 
before the receipt of the telegrams. 

The following homeward bound vessels of the P. and 0. Com- 
pany’s service will pass through the Suez Canal :—The Delhi, due 
at Southampton Dec. 9th, the Columbian on the 23rd, and the 
Deccan on the 6th Jan. 

The tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England, whén the amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £426,600 ; to Bombay, £220,000 ; and to Madras, 
£3,400. The minimum price was fixed as before, at 1s. 10}d. on 
all Presidencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. 
will receive about 25 per cent., and on Bombay at that price about 
50 per cent. These results show am increase in the demand for 
means of remittance to the East. 
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Bar silver—owing to the absence of supplies—has again im- 
proved in value, and business has been transacted at 594d. per oz. 
standard. Mexican Dollars of the old coinage have been sold at 
60d. per oz., showing a decline of jd. per oz. from previous prices. 
An increased demand for China has caused the new coinage to 
advance jd. in price for immediate shipment, and these now rule 
at 584d. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Pera, which left Southampton on the §th inst., was in gold— 
to Galle, £3,050; to Madras, £534; in silver—to Hong Kong,

TEA. 

Messrs. Percival and Co.'s Circular says :—The market has continued 
in a most unsatisfactory condition, the recent heavy arrivals having 
caused dealers to restrict their purchases to the smallest possible ex- 
tent, whilst some importers have shown increased anxiety to realise, 
the result being a further decline in prices of nearly all descriptions of 
Congous, without producing any material increase in the demand. 
Deliveries last month were on a fair scale, being 13,766,000 lbs., agatnst 
14,017,000 Iba. for November last year. The total deliveries as com-

Late advices from China advise the pro- 
bability of large exports of Tea to the United States country, which 
has a depressing effect here. By auction 600 hf. chests Green sold at 
974 cents ; 100 do. Oolong, 30 to 51; and 50 do. Japan, 35, cash.

The New York Shipping and Commercial List says:—The Tea 
trade, we understand, has been disastrous to importers this year, most 
of them having, it is said, sustained an average loss closely approxi- 
mating 10 cents per pound. This has arisen mainly from indiscri- 
minate purchasing in China, many orders having been sent out with- 
out limita. Some of the older importers, with a prescience which long 
experience alone confers, left the business mainly in the hands of the 
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comparatively young importers and dealers, foreseeing nothing buat 
disastrous results from such sharp, if not reckless competition. Of 
course, John Chinaman has profited largely by the high cost of Teasin 
the supply markets, but, from all that we can learn, he will not have 
things quite so much his own way another season. 


SILK. 

With the exception of one or two line sales of re-reeled Canton there 
has been but a light business done. There isso little trade in manu- 
factured goods that many of the mills throughout the country are 
working short time, and others have temporarily closed up. In epite 
of this discouraging state of things importers generally feel pretty 
firm at present quotations, and are rather inclined to hold their stocks 
off the market than to make further concessions to meet buyers. Can- 
tons of all grades continue to be in foll supply, with only a very light 
demand. The stock of China re-reels has been considerably increased 
by recent arrivals, via San Francisco. Usual reel Silks are quiet. 
Quotations are :—China :—Tsatlee, No. 3 chop, $8.75 to 9.25; Tay- 
sasm, usual'reel, No. 1, $8 to8.25; No. 2,$7.75 to 8; Taysaam, re- 
reeled, $7 to 8; Haining, re-reeled, $8.75 to 9.25 ; Tsatlee, re-reeled, 
$8.50 to 9.124 ; Canton, re-reeled No. 1, $6.25 to 6.50 ; No.2, medium 
and good, $6 to 6.25; Cotengown, Nos. 1 and 2, $7 to 7.374 ;?

—Nominal. 

Correre.—The feature of the market for Brazil Coffee is as before, 
the fully good and better grades in good demand, while all others, 
especially the old and undesirable stock, cuntinue neglected. For 
East India kinds the market is depressed, and, for some descriptions, 
half a cent lower, the demand at the moment being small, and late 
quotations for any kind are not now obtainable. We note the sale of 
1,000 mats Java in lots at 183c. gold. 

Corpacs.—The following are the current quotations, showing no 
change :—Manila Cordage, sizes above 12-thread, 184c. ; do.

28c. to 30c., Cassia Vera 25c., Sumatra Pepper 16jc. to 17c., 
Singapore 17jc. to 173c., White 84c. to 35c., Cloves 2lc. to 22c., 
Clove Stems 10ic., all gold. 

Tin.—The same dulness and depression so long noticed in the 
market continues, and prices are irregular, but on the whole favour 
buyers; we have only to notice sales of 150 slabs Straits at 30c. to 3lc. 
gold. A ramour has been current that 1,000 slabs Straits had been 
sold in Boston at 30c., but the statement is contradicted.
